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T ſtudy of the holy feriptures, (ſays an ancient writer) is ſo much recom- 
mended to us by the ſcriptures themſelves, and hath been judged ſo neceſſary 
by holy men in all ages of the church, that St. Chryſoſtom fays, 4 man cannot 
bt ſaved, unleſs he be converſant in this ſpiritual reading. But as the negleR of them is 
very dangerous, when men are able to read them, and have it in their er; ſo the 


reading without underſtanding them muſt needs be unprofitable. Though a Chriſtian can do 
no more without the ſcriptures than an artificer wit his tools, yet we muſt acknow- 
ledge, that he will make but bad work with them, in many places, unleſs he be in- 
ruſted how to uſe and apply them to the purpoſes for which they were deſigned. 
Whoever therefore ſhall aſſiſt the minds of Chriſtians, by giving a clear meaning of 
them, it is certain doth great ſervice to their ſouls. For this contributes much to the 
bonvur of the holy ſcriptures, (which want nothing to make them reverenced by con- 
liderate men, but to be underſtood) and it invites men to the reading them, becauſe it 
conveys the heavenly truihs eaſily and delightfully to their minds.“ 


For though all the ſcriptures are of equal truth, as the words of God; yet many untruths 
ne to be found in them, as uttered by men and devils : therefore all parts are not of 
equal neceſſity or weight. And men ſhould be very careful how they read them : for 
u nany wantonly wreſt ſorge paſſages to ſerve private purpoſes, and ultimately to their 
own deſtruttion; ſo it is to be feared that others, through ſupineneſs and negligence, 
villingly remain ignorant of the moſt important paris of them; and conſequently ex- 
clude themſelves from every benefit which they might receive therefrom, both in 
me and eternity. 8 5 6 


As the ſcriptures are the moſt valuable of all books to the Chriſtian, fo are they eſteemed 
by bim infinitely preferable to all others. He finds in them the words of eternal life; 
by them he is led to fountains of living waters; and in every time of difficulty and dif. 
tres, be has a ſure word of promiſe to lay hold of; Which is of greater ſupport to him 
kan all earthly dependance. And were mankind in general more converſant with thoſe 
cred pages, they would find therein that fund of happineſs and peace, which many are 
inceſſantly ſeeking after in vain. $657
